Your letter of April 25 has remained thus long 
unanswered because Mr. Partridge has been ill with influenza and has 
not been able to make the necessary investigations in regard to the 
house which we wish to buy for the Girls’ Schoo] and write the let- 
ter. | 

Today I had a consultation with aman whose business it is to buy 

and sell property in company with the draganan of the consulate 
who is probably the best man in town to advise us in a matter of 
this kind . The final estimate on the house and garden taking into 
cOnsideration the present condition of the market,,which is rathe* 
favorable to buyers,was that three hundred Tiras($1320),would 
cover the price of the property and the cost of the transfer.This 
agent is the one who has before rented houses for the missionaries 
here and Mr.Perry has talked with him in regard to this same house. 
In addition to this we shall need fifty liras($220) to do what we/¢ 
should like to in the way of jd@ning the present high school and 
this house,building the necessary, put-houses etc. The house now is 
in decent repair and can be used,an outlay of half that sum which is 
absolutely necessary to arrange the water works and drainage. If all 
the work could be done together,it could be done cheaper and better 
and would enable to have all the day pupils enter by the new gate 
and relieve the small missionary compound of all these children . 

To say that we are thankful that this need has met with favorable 
consideration is to say nothing compared with what we feel. It will 


Mean so much to these girls’schools which are dreadfully crowded. 
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All the sghools are full and we cannot keep them d ownany longer. 
This building is very pleasant as the best rooms are flooded with ph 
sunshineand in this cold climate that is a great consideration. 

We are enjoying a little visit from President Riggs who is spending 
Sunday here on his wav to America. | 

Mr. and Mrs. Perry and Miss Rice have gone to Constantinople for 
the annual meeting . We are hoping the trip will do them good. Miss 
Rice needed the change as she has devoted herself very faithfully to 
the study of the language and has made splendid progress. Mr Par- 
tridge is far from well. He was not strong from typhoid fever when he 
was taken down with this "Grippe"and he cannot seem to throw it off. 
My sister is also very tired from her work in the boys’ school. She 
does a great deal of teaching and of late, and before too,nearly the 
whole management of the schoo] has come on her. Fortuneately it is A 
not new work for her and she likes it. 
This letter ,so far as the estimates on the house are concerned is 
just what Mr.Partridge would writ® and agrees with estimates which Me 
Perry and others who understand such things,have made.We hope the 
whole sum of three hundred and fifty liras can be given at once , 
that we may be able to make just the best possible use of the three 
hundred.

My dear Dr. Parton: | 
First I want to congratulate you on the two young ladies who 
, have come out for Fastern Turkep Mission . Miss Wilson and Miss Norton certainly 
seem to be ladies of unusual promise,and As I have sometimes chiticised appoint- 
ments I should like now to praise . Of course I do not profess to be able to reac 
character at sight,and I may now be mistaken, but I do not think that I am. And it 
may please you to know that everybody speaks very highly of the impression made by 
these two ladies . | 
We arrived here on the 17th. of September ,and I was introduced to the 
students as their new president on the next day . I have been getting hold of the 
work,and it now rests largely on my shoulders, but no one could have the transition 
made easier for him than it has been for ne. Dr.Wasnburn takes the greatest pains 
to place me in the front,and he effaces himself in a way that adds daily to my ad- 
miration for the man. There is no question that he is wholly and sincerely devoted 
to the college,while his advice is of the greatest value to me. The number of stud- 
ents exceeds Our expectations. As to the quality we have expelled three and this 
improves the quality . 

In many respects I find the college far better organized than I expected, 
and [ am daily more and more convinced that it has been doing first class work. At 
the same time, there are some things which are backward. Especially is this true of 
the standard of scholarship.The vernacular teachers are prone to push forward their 
Students in order to get them into advanced classes and through the college as rap- 
idly as possible. There are special reasons for this where students are obléged to 
do military service in their own countries. But it works mischeéf.In regard to the 
spiritual work I find the greatest readiness on the part of the teachers to codperate 
in any thing which promises to help the students, but the difficulties are even great- 
er than I had anticipated. It is hard to make the teachers’ prayer meeting a live one. 
There are not the traditions of spiritual work here which help us so much in the in- 
terior. Everything new is viewed with suspicion, and I can only move step by step ,as 
God may guide. After all that is the only way anywhere. 

I am in frequent consultation with Mr.Peet regarding the prisoners at Har- 
poot. I feel that the only thing to do is to demand their release immediately .The 
trial has proved a farce,and it is not right to allow the authorities to drag it on 
its weary length in order to lengthen the term of imprisonment. I have no confidence 
at all in our minister here. He is neither able nor upright . He is willing to en- : 
ploy any methods to carry out his ends and I do not feel sure when he is speaking

My dear Dr.8arton: 
Tn calling upon Vr.Leishman the other day he stated that the con- 

cessions asked for our schools in this empire are hindered by the ill advised speeches 
of Miss Stone and the eoually ill-advised connections of some of the Furopean Turkey 
missionaries with revolutionists.4¥e specified Vr.Haskell and Dr.House. He says that 
Russia continually intimates to the Sultan that the American Schools are the hotbeds 
of intrigue and that American influence means the agitation against his own reign. 
Vr.Leishman thinks that such speeches as Miss Stone makes strengthen this impression, 
and he considers it most unwisé to have her speak on the platform of the RPoard . 

TI do not know that it is necessary for me to add anything.You know how 
I felt about Miss Stone’s utterances at the meeting a year ago.T feel the same way 
now. fhese things come back on us, and when we try to urge the minister to do more in 
Obtaining concessions he replies: You yourselves are, hindrance. Your Roard ought to 
t publicly disown Miss Stone ,and it ought to keep its missionaries from compromising 


themselves with the enemies of the Sultan,or else you cannot expect that he will be 
+s willing to grant concessions to your schools. 
Ld have felt all along that it was a mistake for our missionaries in 
) . edonia to engage in relief work. Others could be found to do it there,and it would 
Sf be well to awoid suspicion. Instead of avoiding suspicion I fear that some of our mis- 
sfonaries are incurring it. I do not say this however,for I do not know the facts, 
| but MVr.Leishman says it openly,and he will say it for years to come and it will do us 
hs . harm. You are the ones to judge what you ought to do,but I can assure you that the 
+ nischetf which Miss Stone is doing us is not small. I should say that so long as she 
is engaged in this campaign she ought to be independent of the Board,she ought not té 
appear on the platform of the Board,and the Roard ought to publicly declare that it is 
not responsible for her. She is going to publish a book before long and then the Sul- 
tan will have the confirmation of the charges made against us in black and white, and 
he knows how to use this. 
I am Only interested in the furtherance of the work ,I have no other 

motive, but this thing hurts the work more than you people at home think.

In regard to the auestion of the theological school at Narpoot,!I think that you 
state the matter exactly right. Theoretically it seems as if we ought to | be abe to 
have one good large Seminary rather than several smal] ones .There is a saving in © 
many ways, but the practical difficulties incident to the state of the fields and the 
empire are so strong that I do not believe that it will be possible to fill the needs 
of the feelds in that way . Harpoot ought to be reenforced in order to keep 4 theolog- 
ical class going all the time, You cannot get graduates of the college into a mere train 
ing class. You must give them a th@rough course. T am glad to hear your estimate of 
Mr.Carey,! did not know him.!I have fancied that the Harpoot circle was a little afraid 
to have him teach theology. | 

T think that it is entirely practicable to have the theological class made 4 part” 
of the college,and I think that this is the best way.We are getting very few students 
from abroad now for the same reasons which make it impossible for our students to go - 
to Varash and Marsovan .I think that the college faculty ought to be strong enough to 
kee p a class in theology going all the time and let them be received as postgradu- 
ate students studying theology They ought to exercise a good influence in the college. 
The college buildings would suffice for them if we could have a good building for the 
ptimary schools and perhaps a few rooms which could be used for their residence , but 
the latter may not be necessary. 

We have had a hard term here in many ways.There has been an unusual number of 
bad men among the students,and I have had to expel some ten students at different times 
for immogality.This is not what I want to do.I want to make men over,I do not want to 
expel them. 
I talked with Nuntington about going to Harpoot, but I do not think that he would 
consider it.He has been here four years and he wants to pursue his studies.Ne is a 
good man,and we would be glad to keep him on. He has a brother in Yale,Warry,who may 
be willing to go out. 
Diplomaticd affairs seem to be hung up generally,and I fear that they will con- 


,inue sO until the breaking out of war in the spring .

Your letter of the 16th. of September is received ,and I note 


what you say about the American Collese at Scutari.It is certainly a matter 


for very careful thought and very earnest prayer. A gentleman said the other 


day that he thought the only way to mend the matter was to make a clean sweep 


and get an entirely new head.That is radical ,but it does-seem as if something 


was needed to check the drift which has been going on of late years and start 


an earnest effort for advance agigng right lines. God must guide,and T am con- 


fident that He will.

The other matter which you oropose is still more difficult for 


Miss Daniels is a very capable worker,and she is at the same time very hard to 


work with. You know this just as well as T do. I am not at all of the opinion 


that her loss would cripple the work. The present force work together harmoni- 
ouslyand without the strain of friction. IT do not believe that it is possible 
for Miss Daniels to let her associates work on their own lines without inter- 
fering with them. She is jealous of her vosition and of her rights,and in so 


far she lessens the usefulness and increases the difficulties of the ladies 


who are associated with her. I think there is no auestion that they would need 


a vacation two years earlier if they were working with her than they would if 
they were working without her, because there is nothing more nervously exhaust- 


tns than that kind of friction. 


At the same time ,Miss Daniels is an efficient worker and has been for, 


years in the field,and I have generally held that such workers should be con- 
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tinued unless there is strong reason for their recall. If the Station should 


ask that she be not sent back,that is sufficient reason. JI think that the Sta- 


tion should consider the matter fairly and freely.No one should feel any hesi- 


tation in saying that he or she would prefer not to have her return if he feels 
so. If the matter were evenly balanced,half of the station voting for her re- | 
turn and half voting against it I think that I would not send her because the 
chances would be that some had voted for her return on other considerations 
than their candid judgment of what is good for the work. But if the majority 
of the Station ask. for her return I should send her back. 

Our College is unusually full,We have no room for more students ,and 
the auality is much better than last year. The work has fallen into its place 
very well.Our new houses and the @ymnasium are finished,and the new Recitation 
Hall is under way.We have built the Basement, but we have not money to press 
the work as we should like to,sorely as we need the building. 

Mrs.Gates is very much imoroved in health.She has not been so strong 


in years as now,and I hope that she will continue to imorove all winter. The 


baby weighs 24 pounds and is very strong,he has eight teeth and can stand byj 
my knee holding on with his hands.That is good for a nine months old boy.

My dear Dr. Barton: 
As you know, in these crowded Turkish cities conta- 
gious diseases are always present end as Sivas is,according to Dr. she p= 
ard,the dirtiest city to be found,we have one epidemic after another 
every year;small-pox in the Fall,and in the Winter typhoid fever and 
scarlet fever which last more or less until Summer. As this year has been 
in some respecté,worse than usual,and as sickness has entered our ranks, 
I should like to give you a little account of our experiences so far. 

We passed the small-pox period in safety and were beginning to think 
that the scarlet fever was not as bad es lest year when én the last of 
November, Mr. Chandler caught it and we had a few cases of illness in 
the boys’ school which were not recognizable as scarlet fever until severe 
nephritis developed end showed what they had probably had.Owing to care- 
ful isolation ,no contagion followed and in the boys" school we had only 
one case afterwards which was also solitary.Soon after tnis,one of the 
nurses in the Hospital was taken sick with typhoid fever in spite of 
boiled weter to drink and the most careful precautions. One of our school 
girls also had typhoid directly traceable to a visit to relatives in the 
city who came down with it at the same time. 

fenuery twenty-seventh Doctor Clark wes taken sick witi. typhus fever. 
Itvis known that there have been several cases in the city,the Turkish 
military surgeon having died of it about a month before Dr. Clark was 
taken sick.Dr.Cleark had the best of care and medical attention and ,hav- 
ing recovered,went home ebout an hour ago.He was querentined in the third 
floor of the Hospital and no one except the nurses and lirs. Clark went 
near that room. 

On February fifth a little girl in our boarding school died of mae 
lignant scarlet feverwhich she may have contracted at bath/°he was sick 
only two days and the quarantine and disinfecting were so thorough that 
no more cases developed from that. On February foufteenth another board- 
ing school girl who hed not been exposed to this case was taken with an 
ordinary attack. The second case of typhus broke out in the girls' school 
on February ninth.This girl hes psessed the crisis and is better today. On 
February twentieth two boys were brought from the boarding school to the 
Hospital,one with suppurating mumps ,the other with typhus, We already 
hed one boy in the Hospital with pneumonia and several of our teachers 


and pupils have hed a kind of tonsilitis which lasts for weeks and is 
general epidemic, 3 


This is enough to show what we have with perfect care and isolation, 
for in our schools we have not had a case of contagion from one to an- 


other,but these illnesses have eech entered from the outside end been 
SGamped out at once only to appear again in a different form. 

In former years this quarter,being on the outskirts of the city,has 
been more or less free from such scourges,but a large tract of land just = 
above us which was open fields and could not be built upon,has within the 
last three or four years been annexed te the city and covered with houses 
of the cheapest style.

You can draw your own conclusions from these facts as to the feasi- 
bility of continiing boarding school in such a place.Possibily we have 
a right to risk our own lives,but I wonder if it is right to collect 
children from other places and expose them to the dangers of this filthy 

Our hope is that Mr.Partridge will be able to raise the money to re- 
move the boys to the outside of the city and it will be better for us to 
even contract the work and get on without him as long as it is necessary 
than to have him come beck without the means to begin ,at least, to solve 
this problem.

Dear Dr.Smith, 


The recent annual meeting was an occasion of heart-felt 
All the Stations save Sivas were represented by dele- 
gates,and the annual reports contained much to encourage us. The 
venerable Dr.Farnesworth, speaking on the same text which,on a like oc- 
casion, he used forty years ago, by a graphic review of the changes which 
in the period named have taken place in the political and the religious 
world,showed how the words-“The earth shall be full of the knowledge of 
the Lord”-are being fulfilled. 


By reason of the massacres and the very large diminuation 
of the aid furnished by the Roard the missionary work in Turkey for the 
past six years has been under a dark cloud. We thank God that the sil- 
ver lining of that cloud is now appearing. 

Our native brethern who were so cruelly killed will never 
return to help us bear witness for Christ. Thousands who were reduced 
to destitution and distress will never. recover from the loss of pro- 


perty. The loss,too,of native pastors and preachers both by death and 
by emigration to America is irreparable. By reason of retrenchment, 
also,not a few small evangelical communities, left,some without a prea~ 
cher,and some without either preacher or school teacher, will,we fear, 
ere long become extinct. 

| On the other hand, thousands of children in our orphanages 
are receiving an industrial, intellectual, moral and religious training 
_ which they would never have received in their own homes. By the pro- 
vidential dispensation of a retrenchment which seemed little short of 


cruel 


thanksgiving. 
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cruel the native churches, also, have been taught a lesson which, though 
-hard,is salutary,and havelearned that if they are not to die they must 
prepare,and that without delay, for self-support. The conseauence is 
that the sum total of native contributions has considerably increased, 
and the number of self-supporting churches is growing from year to year. 
Indeed, from one Station it was reported that the total amount given by . 
natives for religious, benevolent and educational purposes exceeded the 
total appropriation of the Board, including the salaries of the mission- 
aries in the Station. This year,also,three of the Unions or Synods 

of the evangelical churches will come together in annual meeting, to 
harmonize their forms of church government and of worshbip,and to take 
counsel for the furtherance of the kingdom of God in the land. The 
cause of education, likewise, has advanced by leaps and bounds. Oar 
colleges, high schools for boys and boarding schools for girls have been 
patronized, the past year,espécially by the non-Protestant population, 
never before. In fact,many men,who will not give money for a purely 
Spiritual work, nay handsomely for what we trust will prove to be the 
sound Christian education of their children. 


While, however,we rejoice and take courage in view of the sift 
uation thus briefly presented,there are three things which give us 
special concern. We are anxious to do something to conserve the labor | 
of years in many small towns and cities where there are bodies of acm | 
knowledged Protestants and church members with a chapel or parsonage 
or both: we are anxious to do something to recruit the constantly 
diminishing ranks of the native pastors and preachers, and to persuade, j 
if possible,some of the Armenian preachers in America to return to | 
the self-denying work of the Master in their native land; and lastly, | 
we are anxious to resume the publication of educational,moral and 
| religious books, imperatively called for,the publication of which, in 
recent years, has been almost entirely suspended for lack of funds. 

God grant that the American churches may not weary of a 


work in which they have invested so much,and which is SO sreat and 
promising! 
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Dear Dr.Smith, 


Let me add a word about myself and family. Though age 
advances, by God’s mercy I have continued preaching and various other 
forms of labor with the loss of scarcely one day the past year. As 
the report of the Station shows,we have much to be thankful for even 
here in Constantinople. 


My wife, too,has had much to encourage her in the local 
missionary and Sunday School work which has engaged her. 

By his first visit to Germany the left hip of our dear 
little boy Theodore was thoroughly cured: the right hip, however, was 
Still imperfect,the head of the femur still slipping out of the socket. 
The physician, Dr.Schede,of Bonn;has assured us that by a sécond opera-~ 
tion this right hip also may be cured. Hence,with the approval of the 
Committee ad Interim,on April 22 Mrs Greene with Theodore started again 


for Germany. On May 1 the first aperation occurred,and the dear little 
fellow was placed in plaster cast. The second operation is to occur 


on June 1,and for two months more the dear boy must lie in the cast. 
It is a period of distress for him,and of constant watching and care 
for the brave mother. We are prepared, however, for any sacrifice for 
the recovery of a son so dear,so bright ard so full of promise. I fear 
that Mrs Greene cannot get back before winter,and to cheer and help her 
I purpose to pass a few weeks, perhaps in August,with her. We rent our 
furnished house for four months, and so,with careful economy, hope to 
meet all our expenses. Unfortunately,Mrs Greene’s trunk, shipped for 
Hamburg by the German steamer Lemnos,was lost by a collision and sink- 
ing of the steamer in the Elbe. The trunk was insured,and if we suc- 
ceed in getting the insurance money from the German company,we shall 
not suffer much loss, though Mrs Greene and Theodore are put to not 4 
little inconvenience.

Dear Dr.Smith, | 
In your letter of Vay 5(for which please accept many thanks), 
speaking of the boys’ high schools at Bardezag and at Smyrna and Cesarea, 
you inguire, Are these schools helping to raise up a native agency as fully 
as the Mission needs? 

It is plain thai they are not accomplishing this end, because 
the needed evangelical laborers are not forthcoming, And the reasons are, - 

1. These schools seek to be self-supporting,and have a broad 
aim,and appeal very largely to a non-evangelical constituency. Their object 
is to give a general Christian education,and fit men for all professions 
and for the general demands of business. In this they are all doing a good 


work,and are exerting a salutary influence, and at little expense to the 
Board. 


— 


-2, Here as in America,the current sets strongly towards secu- 
lar pursuits,, The parents who send their boys to the above mentioned 
schools,-even those parents who profess to be evangelical christians - do 


‘ 


a not guide the thoughts of their boys to the ministry,and do not hold up the 
ii ministry to their boys as the highest calling, Such,alas,has been the case 
1 a for many years,at least in these perts. 

| The pastors and the people generally,in these parts, that is 


specially in the Constantinovle and Smyrna fields,were bitterly disappointed 
that the attempts,made years ago,to establish here in Constantinople a theo- 
logical school,which should gather from the graduates of the high schools 
and colleges choice candidates for the ministry,failed. The great interior © 
Stations call for all the desirable young men who graduate from the interior 
schools. J recall but three men in the past twenty years,who from these 
parts have entered the ministry,and these were the sons of our pastors - 
Jejizian 
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Je jizian,Schmavonian and Tchorijian. These three men,of whom one is now 

the pastor in Adabazar and two are in America were from the Rardezag school 
and Robert College,and for theological instruction went, the one to Scotland 
and the others to America. Naturally the outlook for the evangelical tinis- 
try in these parts is very gloomy. A goodly number of choice young men have 
‘grown ub in our communities,and are taking the places of their fathers, but 
311 are engaged in secular pursuits. If the missionaries,especially those 

in charge of high schools and colleges, were watchful to d@scern among their 
pupils those best fitted for the ministry, they wight,it would seem, find some 
choice spirits. And if there were in this capital a small but aitractive 
theological school, the work of guiding such spirits would be comparatively 
easy. Tt is, however, almost impossible to persuade choice young men, born, 
brought up and educated in these varts, to go some hundreds of miles into the 
interior for theological education, and only a few young men - those of firm 
will and brave heart - will go abroad for theological education; and even 

if they do, the chances are that they well not return to Turkey. In short, 
the ouestion is at once most serious and most difficult of solution. For 
one | am oppressed by the thought that as a mission we shall srievously have 
failed, unless we are able to transmit the existing evangelical work to a 
body of devout and capable men. Thank God that churches here and there suc- 
ceed in getting ten from the other missions, and we hope that the present re- 
ligious interest in the Central Vission, especially in the schools at Tarsus, 
Adana and Aintab, may help to recruit the gospel ministry. 

T am sorry to say that ¥r.Levon Tehorigian had a fall from a horse 
some two months ago,and broke his leg, and so we have not yet received the 
reply to our invitation. At last reports, he was at work again, and we hove 
to hear from him soon. 

Yesterday I — your favour of May 12, and learned for the 
first time that in the indemnity allowed,there was nothing for Mrs Seelye or 
‘iss Gleason. It is a gross shame. The Turks of Hasskeuy and vicinity as 

8 body carefully prepared themselves for the assault,and on Wednesday evening 
at about & o’clock began their systematic attack on the Armenian houses. All 
that night and all the next day they continued the bloody work,until at the. 
sunset of Thursday when the bugle sounded they instantly ceased their devilry. 
They robbed and murdered under the very eyes of all local Bt civil and 
military 
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military officials,and left scarcely an Armenian house unrifled. They 
carried off an immense booty,and killed some 250 men,1& women and several 
children. Turkish officials stood at the corners of the streets to inter- 
cept the best plunder, much of which was carried off by horses and carts. 
The Jews of the quarter were the scavengers, who carried off what the Turks 
left. I was on the ground only a few hours after the Turks had gathered 
the dead and removed them in scavenger carts,and the streets were still red 
with blood,and for a whole month,while distributing relief,] was in constant 
communication with the Turkish authorities and with the surviving wretches. 
This,in short,was a massacre right under the eaves of the Sultan’s palace, 
and one word from him would have stopped it in any fifteen minutes of the 
dwenty four hours during which it continued. Yr.Terrell chose to believe 
Hasskeuy - all torn and devastated - he allowed his Jewish attendant Wr. bevy 
flatly to contradict our ladies in his very presence. Wy loss doesn’t de- 
serve mention, but it is an outrage that those ladies should be left without 
any indemnity. It may be too late to secure a remedy, but some day the Sod 
of Justice will avenge innocent blood and unreguited wrongs.

very urgent call, not to increase the total number of male Missionaries, but to

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Your very kind and cordial congratulations on my seventieth birthday and 
your good wishes have been deeply appreciated, and from the heart I thank both 
those who have written and those who have joined with others in sending me their 
felicitations. 

[ can truly say that I have felt quite unworthy of the many expressions 
of affection and appreciation which | have received. Often the exclamation of my 
heart has been, Would God that I had deserved it! No earthly friend knows so well 
as one’s self the mistakes and sins and the lost opportunities of a long life. Atthe 
present time no thought impresses me so deeply as that of the patience of God and 
the forbearance of friends and fellow-workers. 

While, however, a review of past years brings to mind so mach to humble 
me, other considerations awaken devout gratitude. 

[ have been most fortunate to have known and to have been associated in 
work with the devoted and eminent missionaries who inaugurated the evangelical 
work in Turkey, and with many others who have been prominent in carrying the 
work forward. Of the male missionaries whom I have known and at present recall 
forty one have passed to the heavenly reward since I came to Turkey. These include 
every missionary who labored during the first period of twenty years,—the period 
of seed-sowing. Of beloved native pastors, too, with whom I have been most 
happily associated, thirteen rest from theirlabors, and their works do follow them. 

I have also been fortunate in my fields of labor. Landing from the barque 
Andrew Carney at Smyrna on Feb. 22, 1859, with my beloved wife, Elizabeth Au- 
gusta (Davis) Greene, and baby Joseph, my fields have been ;— Bardezag, to June 1859; 
Nicomedia, to June 1862; Broosa, to June 1808; Manisa, 1871-2; Constantino- 
ple. 1872 to 1884, as editor of our missionary weekly and monthly papers, and from 
1886 to the present time as city missionary. Three times in forty five years | 
have been permitted to visit the homeland, namely in 1868, 1884 and 1894, and 
on the occasion of each visit have been enabled to give my whole time to visi- 
ting the churches and associations, especially in the Western States.

In spite of many lost opportunities I see special cause for rejoicing, 

That in so many places the children and grand children of the early Protes- 
tants have come to take the place of their parents in witnessing for Christ; 

That there are now in Turkey not a few evangelical churches,so long ac- 
customed to govern and sustain themselves, that they would survive even if there 
were no missionaries in the land; 

That we have four model translations of the Bible, made by missionaries, 
with the aid of able native scholars; 

That facilities for Higher Education have so greatly increased; 

That in the change of religious views and in educational lines the general 
influence of the evangelical work is felt throughout the land. 

There are three things which I especially long to see in Constantinople, namely, 

Two respectable meeting houses for our evangelical Armenian churches, or- 
ganized, the one in Pera and the other in Stamboul, more than fifty years ago. For 
many years we have had plots of landand money to erect the buildings, but we still 
wait for Governmental authorization to build. Though, besides College services 
and Sunday schools, we have in this great city eight regular Sabbath services in Ar- 
menian, Greek and Turkish, our churches cannot thrive and fittingly witness fof 
Christ without suitable houses of worship; 
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A quickening of religious zeal among Protestants; 

An outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon a multitude of persons who, though 
enlightened, have not surrendered themselves to Christ. 

If permitted to witness these tokens of the Heavenly Father's favor, I could 
gladly say, Lord, now lettest thou thy servant depart in peace. 

[ thank my God for life spared through epidemics of the plague and cholera, 
through famines, earthquakes, internal revolutions and foreign wars, and for such ex- 


cellent health that I have been enabled to continue at work without let or hindrance; 


for the sweet wife of my youth, who walked and worked with me for thirty six and 


a half years, and dying (Jan. 27, 1894) after a brief illness, without any diminution 
of bodily or mental powers, went to meet our three precious little girls, and fhe Lord 
whom she so dearly loved; for the five sons who, with our eight grandchildren, 


rise up and do honor to “the dear little mother,, and, finally, for the crowning mercy~ 


of the Heavenly Father, who, leaving me not alone, gave me, once again, the com- 


panionship of a dear devoted wife, and as the last token of his love, our beautiful 
boy, Theodore. | 

I love to live that | may pray for children and grandchildren, relatives and 
friends—friends in the homeland and friends in Turkey—and may at last become 


somewhat like the dear Lord, andso be fitted for his presence and everlasting service. .

On Friday afternoon April 23 a proclamation of Mahmoud shevket Pasha, 
addressed to the Grand Vizier, announced that the troops of the 2nd and 3rd 
corps d’armee were to enter the city, to establish the constitutional regime 
on a secure foundation, to wipe away the stain of the mutiny of Turkish troops 
on April 13 and to punish those who were instigators of the mutiny and those 
troops who should refuse to surrender. Friday afternoon part of the in- 
vesting army moved up ine of tne Koumelian railway, and, entering the 
city at the Seven Towers, took possession of the railway stations within the 
walls During night the troops seized the bridges and placed guards in Galata 
and Pera, so as to protect the city and prevent plundering. Beginning nine 

lemme the Koumelian troops, had taken Tchatalja, the chief fortification 
ieegs tho railway, some Maniles from the city, and then in turn had 
Meesion of a dozen fortified points way round to the heights above 
the head @F the Golden Horn, all without fighting. It was supposed that 
the troops of the city garrison left largely without offieers and without 
combinations, would surrender, but this was a nistake. some soldiers had 
left their barracks, and had surrendered, but, most of the troops, fearing 
punishnent for their mutiny, held out.

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My dear Sons, JOSEPH, EDWARD, FREDERICK, GEORGE and SAMUEL: 


Your loving congratulations to your father on the fiftieth anniversary of his arrival 
in Turkey deserve a reply. 

On Tuesday, Jan. 11, 1859, with the thermometer at 10 degrees below zero, Mr. and 
Mrs. W. W. Meriam, Dr. and Mrs. Henry S. West, your dear little mother and | with baby 
Joseph embarked from Long Wharf, Boston, on the Andrew Carney, a barque of 337 tons, 
George C. Prior, captain. After a brief religious service, conducted by Rev. Dr. Blagden, 
pastor of the Old South church, we said Good-bye to the dear friends who had come to see 
us off. At one o'clock, however, Capt. Prior told us that on account of the east wind and 
a snow storm he had conluded not to put to sea, and that we should probably be delayed 
for some days. So we all took carriages and returned, as worn and weary missionaries, to 
our friends; your mother, baby Joseph and I, to the dear hospitable home, at 18 Ash Street, 
where Mr. and Mrs. Peter Hobart, Mary, Ellen, Henry and Isabella lavished on us kindnesses 
which will never be forgotten. 

On Monday, Jan. 17, we embarked again, and strong westerly winds swept us across 
the Atlantic to Gibraltar — 3300 miles — in fifteen days and sixteen hours. Baffled by con- 
trary winds and storms, with a dangerous fight all one night in the narrow Doro Passage, 
at last we cast anchor before Smyrna in the early morning of Tuesday, Feb. 22, and found a 
happy welcome in the dear missionary home of Mr. and Mrs. E. M. Dodd and their three 
little girls. 

After passing two delightful and instructive weeks in Smyrna we were happy to con- 
tinue our voyage by steamer to Constantinople, where we arrived on Thursday, March 10, 
and were entertained in the lovely home of Dr. and Mrs. William Goodell at Hasskeuy, on the 
Golden Horn. For another two weeks we had pleasant interviews with the veteran mission- 
aries of Constantinople, Messrs Goodell, Dwight, Schauffler, Hamlin and Bliss, visiting from 
house to house and attending services conducted in five languages, while on two Sundays | 
preached in English in the Dutch chapel, Pera. Finally the Committee ad Interim — that is, 
the missionaries at Constantinople — voted to designate us as associates of Rev. and Mrs. 
J. W. Parsons of Nicomedia, at the head of the Gulf of Nicomedia, some sixty miles east from 
Constantinople, We reached this place on Wed. March 23, and, after weeks of waiting to 
find a residence and get our goods, we began to keep house on Sat, April 30. What a pri- 
vilege it was in this remote land to have a home, a family altar, our own table, and to eat 
the food which the blessed hands of your dear little mother prepared ! 
| Time permits only a brief reference to the varied experiences of the past fifty years. 

First of all, I must make mention of the great mercy of God in sparing me all these 
years. My dear’ fellow-traveller Mr. Meriam, an able man whose life was full of promise, was — 
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killed by robbers on July 3, 1862, while on his return to Philippopolis from the Annual Meet- 
ing, and Mrs. Meriam died from premature confinement on the 25th of the same month. 
Dr. West, after seventeen years of most successful medical practice in Sivas, died there on 
April 1, 1876. Your own dear mother “fell asleep” on Jan. 27, 1894, after nearly thirty five 
years of devoted and loving service, and went to join her three little girls who had preceded 
her. Mrs. West soon after her husband’s death returned to America, and of the company of 
six who started together from Boston I alone have remained on the field. Of all the mis- 
sionaries of the Board, now in active service, only two preceded me, namely Rev. Stephen C. 
Pixley, who went to Africa in 1855, and Rev. H. N. Barnum D.D., who came to Turkey in 1858. 

The past fifty years have been a period of great political changes. The Crimean war 
and the signature of the Treaty of Paris had ushered in a period of religious liberty, during 
which there was no hindrance to evangelistic tours, to the opening of schools and to the erec- 
tion of houses of worship. Indeed up to Aug. 1864'there was a special religious service for Turks 
in Pera, Constantinople, and during a period of eight years (1856— 1864) probably as many as 
a hundred Mohammedans were baptized in various parts of the Turkish Empire. The long reign 
of Sultan Aziz was inglorious, marked by reckless: borrowing ‘and prodigal expenditure, during 
which the country was saddled with a debt of some two hundred millions. of pounds; with 
nothing to show save useless ironclads and unnecessary palaces. The reign: of Sultan Hamid 
up ‘to July 24, 1908 was one of ever-increasing tyranny, marked by unlimited corruption, cruel 
repression, the banishment of thousands of liberal—minded men and the massacre of tens of 
thousands of Armenians. During the period under review the country has suffered’ from two 
wars, two epidemics of cholera, repeated famines and numerous and destructive conflagra- 
tions, and; wholly or in part, has lost hold of Roumania, Servia, Bulgaria, Bosnia, HMerze- 
govina, Cyprus, Crete and Egypt. It has, however, gained by the completion of the Roumetian 
railway connecting with Vienna, and by the extension of lines of rathway in: Asia ‘Minor, Syria 
and Arabia; by the construction of many lines of macadamized road; by the adjustment of its 
foreign debt, scaled down to the extent of fifty per cent., and the establishment‘of several banking 
institutions; by the construction of tramway lines, water-works and illuminating plants.in various 
cities, and by the opening of military, medical and technical schools. For its material advance- 
ment the country is indebted almost entirely to foreign capital and enterprize, while to a 
wretched government it is due that the agriculture and natural resources of the country are 
all undeveloped, that native industries have largely died out, that trade has languished; and 
that the people of the land generally are in a state of chronic and: almost hopeless: poverty. 
Thanks to the merciful Providence of God the wonderful revolution of July, 1908 has given 
to the people of Turkey the hope of recovery, though, through want of experience, the lack 
of able and trustworthy men and conflicting racial and religious interests, the task ofiestablish- 
ing a liberal and just government is truly herculean. In view, however, of the wisdom; mo- 
deration and courage hitherto shown by the leaders of the new movement, in: view of the 
ardent longing of the whole people for liberty, and in view of the newly awakened’ apprecia- 
tion of their common interests we do not despair, but await the issues of the future with: er 
and unceasing prayer for Divine guidance. 

My missonary life has been a happy one, and | bless God for the:work he hampiven 
me, and, were it permitted me, I would choose the same service again. With almost uninter- 
rupted good health, with the free and enjoyable use of Turkish and Armenian —the: two. prin- 
cipal languages of Turkey in Asia — during my residence of three years in Nicomedia,. six 
years in Brousa, one year in Manisa and thirty seven years in Constantinople, with twelve 
years of editorial work (1872-1884), I have ever been a visiting and: preaching missionary, in 
close touch with the people in their homes and public meetings. I have found good in all 
classes of the people and in all nationalities, and the more I: have known the people the more 
I have loved them. The first year of my missiouary. life was the:hardest, and) at its‘end J:was 
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so depressed with a sense of limitation and inefficiency that I prepared a letter of resignation, 
which my brethren at the annual meeting of 1860 kindly advised me to hold over for a year, 
and which, though still in hand, it is quite too late to present now. My missionary associates, 
always kind and forbearing, have been true brothers and most highly esteemed friends, and 
among my native fellow-ministers there have been not a few —like pastors Jijizian, Der Sdepa- 
nian, Marderos Schmavonian, Asadourian, Tashjian and Bedigian — who by reason of a lovely 
temper, good judgment, ability and piety were true yoke-fellows and brethren beloved. One 
converted Turk, Keiffi Effendi, who for several years was my assistant in editorial work, whose 
father was an Arab sheikh living near Mosul and whose mother was a Kurdish woman, was 
remarkable for his sweet and gentle disposition and his love of the truth. Not only have | 
had a happy life in Turkey, but also during three visits in America, namely in 1868, 1884 and 
1894, I had the delightful opportunity of meeting either in their homes and churches or in 
the annual meetings of the Congregational Associations of eleven Western States at least a 
thousand pastors. I felt then, as now, that in order to secure a lively interest in the foreign 
missionary work on the part of the home churches, a lively interest on the part of the pastor 
is an indispensable condition. The missionary flame must be fed, and who shall feed it but 
the pastor ? 

In fifty years the one mission of the American Board in Turkey has become five mis- 
sions, including the mission to Syria, set off to the Presbyterian Board in 1870, and there has 
been a large increase in the number of missionary laborers, especially of ladies. The remark- 


‘able increase in churches, native ministers, schools and colleges, hospitals, publications and 


native contributions will be set forth in a sermon which, God willing, | shall preach at the 
time of the Annual Meeting in May. Wars, massacres, emigrations, tyranny and poverty have 
greatly retarded the growth of the Protestant churches, yet so far as statistics indicate progress 
there is good reason for encouragement. It is a severe test of the hold of evangelical truth 
on the people that the existing churches hold their own even to the third and fourth genera- 
tion. The rock which threatens shipwreck to the evangelical work is the difficulty which our 
Christian brethren find in harmonizing their differences and pulling together. Self-control, a 
supreme regard for the main issue, which is the growth of the kingdom of God, and co-opera- 
tion in spite. of differences—herein is the severest test of the piety both of individuals and 
churches. Our hope rests on the assurance that the evangelical work could never have attained 
its present dimensions save through the power of God, and that Christ has still many faithful 
witnesses in the land. Surely we too, like Paul, may be confident that He who has begun a 
good work in Turkey will perfect it until the day of Jesus Christ. Surely He who so long 
has shown mercy to these ancient Bible Lands will still make use of those who love him, 
both for the enlightenment of the national churches aud the salvation of the Mohammedan 
and Jewish population. O that the coming fifty years may witness the triumph of the Gospel 
in Turkey! May others be found to enter into the labor of those who have gone before, that 
both they who sow and they who reap may rejoice together!

Dear Dr.Smitb: 
I returned last week from a visit to the city of Bilijik, 


distant some 140 miles to the Bast of Constantinople,’ The, station of 
the Anatolian railway is in the 6 Sangariess, and the city 


Lies on the eastern face of the hills about two miles away. The popula- 
tion, of some 7,000 souls, is about equally divided between Turks and 
Armenians. It is pleasant to remark that here, to an unusual degree, 
friendly relations exist between the Mohammedans and the Christians. 
Perhaps as a consequence of this, there is in Bilijik a noteworthy sense 
of security. The chief gain of the people comes from the silk-worm 
business. In and about the city there are twelve factories for the spin- 
ing of the silk, all of which belong to Christians. These factories 
employ some 800 women and girls, whose daily wage is, on the average, 
about twenty cents. 
My first visit to Bilijik was in May, 1860. Subsequently, 
especially during my residence in Broosa, I visited the place many times, 
but I had not seen it for thirty six years. I was agreeably surprised to 
find a Protestant community of good repute, harmonious and devoted. The 
leading men, who are both successful merchants and zealous Christians, 
are descendants of one patriarchal family which years ago came from 
Kemakh in the province of Ergroum. The Gommunity ownja large house in 
@ good situation, which serves both as parsonage, chapel and school, 
Though it numbers but 59 persons, large and small, the 6ommunity sus- 
tains a good school, of 42 pupils, with a graduate of Marsovan College 
as teacher. It also entirely supports ‘its preacher, and pays all its 
ineidental expenses. Not only so, the church has also accumulated a 


” - fund of nearly one thousand dollars, the imterest of which helps to defray 


expenses. The present preacher, who has labored in the place some twenty | 
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five years, is now quite infirm, and,with his full approval, the church 
‘is about to seek a new preacher, and will give him some $300 a year and 
the use of the parsonage. This is about the average salary, paid by the 
evangelical churches of Turkey. Here then is another church which has 
graduated from the tutelage of the Board, and which, governing and sup- 
porting itself, under the leadership of a young and consecrated pastor, 
will be in a position to do most excellent service for the Master. It 
was a joy to me to visit the families of this community, and, on the 
Sabbath, to administer the rite of baptism and preach twice. As the lan- 
guage of the whole city is Turkish, the preacher has access, not only to 
Armenians and Greeks, but also to Turks; With an attractive preacher, 
many aeaeeevepennye will come to the services. 

\\ This church has an important work to do not only in the city, 
but also in the surrounding villages. Through our Greco-Turkish paper, 
the Angeliaforos, the light of the Gospel, years ago, entered the neigh- 
boring Greek village of Peldoz. Through the enlightenment and courage of 
the priest, our Greco-Turkish translation of the Bible has long been used 
‘in the services of the Greek church in this village. One Greek brother 
from this village, with wife and son, attended our services in Bilijik on 
October 30th. Within one day’s journey of Bilijik there are also seven 
Armenian villages, with a population of some 15,000 Armenians. In five 
of these villages we have Protestant brethren; in one of them we have an 
organized church, with chapel and preacher; in another village we have 
a house and school, and in two other villages, quite near together, there 
are some forty Protestant families, who beg for a preacher. [f a man 
can be found wise enough and humble enough to labor for the people of 
these two villages on a small salary, our Protestant brethren are willing, 
with little, if any aid, to guarantee his support. There is no religious 
service in either of these villages, and a consecrated man may well hope, 
with the blessing of God, to win all these villagers to Christ. We shall 
try hard to find the man, and may God help as! //

Returning last night from a visit to the Dardanelles, I 
found awaiting me your letter of May 20. Many thanks from us all for the 
additional grant of $3000 for the publication department, making $6000 


in all, and for the additional grant of $1000 for the industrial department ~ 
of Anatolia College, making $2000 in all. & will advise friends in 


Marsovan, as requested. We all heartily approve the action taken by the 


Prudential Committee touching the Rockefeller donation, and we do not see 
how the Committee could have justly and wisely taken any other action. 

Dr.and Mrs Herrick, Dr.and Mrs Tracy and Dr.and Mrs Chambers 
have arrived safely. I have not yet seen these dear friends, but I assure 
you that they have received a very warm welcome, We are profoundly thank- 
ful that they are as well as they are, though their age and health will 
not permit them to work as in years past. We are thankful for the new 
missionaries who have come within the past few years, but we beg the 
officers of the Board not to forget that a very considerable number of 
their missionaries in Turkey have been at work for frou forty to fifty 
years, and from year to year young men wust be found to succeed them, or 
the work will inevitably suffer. That such a man as Mr.Goodsell should 
have turned back from his declared purpose was a | Greek disappointment 
amd gricf. 

The town of the bebdiicttde. or, as it is commonly called, 
Chanak Kale, of 15 ,000 population, has been an outstation of the Constantinowg 
ple Station for some thirty years. The community of some sixty Pro- 
testants, left for some years without preacher or teacher by reason of 


petrenchment, has not only not grown from without, but has, sad to say, 


suffered very considerably from internal disségsion and defection. Hon- 
ever, four years ago a worthy young man of the place, the son of the 


deacon, was sent to Marsovan, and after a partial course of three years 
in College and @eminary, a @ year ago began his work as preacher at the 


Dardanelles. At the same time a young woman, of the place, also educated 
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at Marsovan, opened a school. Both laborers have done good work, and 
both have received invitations from the community to continue their work 
for another year. Thus, happily, the wants of the community are supplied, 
in good part, by the children of our brethren. The community contributes 
& fair proportion of the expense, and the grant in aid for the teacher 
comes from a fund raised by the churches of the Bithynia Union. 

My three days at the Dardanelles were occupied, from early morning 
till late at night, with visits to the small Protestant and to the large Gre- 
gorian Armenian schools; with calls on every Protestant family, on the 
Armenian priest, the three chief officials of the local government and on 
the American and English consuls. On the occasion of the preparatory 
service, held on Saturdayevening, the Protestant chapel was crowded, and one 
of the most attentive listeners was a Turkish colonel of one of the 
PTegiments of the garrison. ihe theme of remark was the absolute necessity 
of real sincerity in our profession of repentance, of love and of con- 


secration, if we would worthily commune with our Lord and with one another - 
a theme equally needful to all, whether Mohammedans or Christians, who so 
easily fall into habits of mere formal worship. Thé theme at the Sunday 
morning service, also attended by a turbaned Turk, by several Jews, by 
many Gregorians and by the whole Protestant body, was:- Christianity vic- 
torious through the holy lives of its followers. The Communion service 
of the afternoon was a sweet family meeting, and afforded the opportunity 
for an earnest appeal to non-communicants,. I returned from the visit, 
deeply thankful for the opportunities afforded, and, at the same time, 
deeply concerned touching the spiritual gromth of the native brethren and 
sisters, who are in the midst of a tremendous conflict with the flesh, the 
world and the devil. O that the friends of Christ in America might 


tenderly remember in their prayers the evangelical communities in this 
land!

Japan,and of fhose in our own Central Mission. But growing poverty,official obstruc- 
tion of commercial activity and burdensome taxes,amounting sometimes to a third of 
their whole income, are serious obstacles to the realization of this wish. 
4, While feeling bhat it were wiser for the Board to pass over some of its Mission: 
to other evangelical societies than to cripple them all by inadequate support, we 
express the earnest hope that our Mission may not be separated from the Board ne 
So much love. 

5. As ours in the only Board working in the field of our Mission, we have no 

opportunity to combine with others in hospital, educational or literary work. 
It was voted that we adopt the above report and that we send a copy of the

Dear Dr.Smith, 

The Circular of the A.B.C.f.M.,dated Boston, Nov.21, 1905, 
in regard to commission/charged on purchases through the Missionary House 
(a copy of which is enclosed) was a perfect surprise to us all, and the 
application of the new rule has greatly increased our surprise. 

He wouldcall attention,first, to the fact that the expense 
of purchases has never been charged to the Mission’s appropriation, as 
stated in the Circular; it is an entirely new tax on individual missiona- 
ries and institutions, whose salaries and expenses have been arranged on 
the lowest possible scale, without reference to such taxation. It is 
possible to make a new schedule of salaries or to ask for an appropriation 
to cover these charges; either course would relieve our embarrassment, but 
it would also defeat the object of the Prudential Committee as expressed 
in the Circular. | 

No objection would have been made if a commission of 24% 

on original invoices with all discounts allowed, had been charged, as is 
done by responsible purchasing agents, but when from 5 to 15% is added to 
bills of purchase, we are at a loss to understand by what principle this 
scale is fixed or what object is contemplated. 

To make it plain just how this matter affects us, let us 
call your attention to the fact that the sum of invoices and periodicals 
for the Western Turkey Mission for 1905 is $12,019. If we suppose that 
the average commission on this sum was 10%, the Western Turkey Mission 
alone would have paid $1,200 towards the expenses of your purchasing depart- 
ment. 

Not to make our letter too long or to burden it with parti- 
culars, let us give two instances. 
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On an invoice of books, ordered by the American College for Girls, 

- which came by post from the American Book Concern, so that bhe labor 

of the Purchasing Department was simply the writing of a letter and the 
payment of a bill, a commission of 15% was added. 


The other instance, which to be sure is extreme, will serve to shon 
how deeply the knife cuts. A rubber les was ordered for an orphan girl; 


the expense, $80,was paid by a friend in America; the leg was boxed at the 
factory and was forwarded to the Missionary House ready to be shipped; 
yet a commission of 5%, or $4, was charged for services rendered by the 
Purchasing Department. | 

As this is a purely business matter, to be settled on business 
principles, we would respectfully ask am early and distinct deliverance 
on the subject from the Prudential Committee. |

Dear Brethren, 

Having heard that missionary policy, of a most important 
character, will be discussed at your Annual Meeting, I have decided to 
aidress to you a few lines, presenting what I believe to be the general 
views of the pastors and leading Protestants of this country. : 

The policy of the Mission has been to develog and strengthen 
ivangelical churches throughout Turkey, and for the foilowing reasons:- 

1, That there may be unhampered preaching of the gospel. 

2. To awaken the old churches. | 

3. To stimulate reforms in the 91d conmunities. 

4 To develop the avangelical type of christianity by means of con- 
ciliatory advances from the old churches toward the Protestant churches 
of Turkey. | 

F, To present a model type of christianity. 

HAVS Our hopes been realized? 


1. The apmenian church by repeliinz the missionaries and by expelling 
their sympathisers compelled the organization of the Protestant church, 
which has emphasized freedom of preaching of the gospel, has won -0,000 
Protestants, and has enlightened certainly many times that number in the 
Armenian church; and many in the Greek church. 

2. The evangelical mowement conupletely frustrated the growth of the 
Catholic movement and stimulated a change of sentiment and belief in the 
Gregorian church. 

3. Attempts at reform in churches, stimulated by the suvangelical 
church, @ire evidentesuch are the organization of Women’s Prayer meetings and 
Young Men’s Associations in some cities where Protestant influences were 
strong. THe movements in Sivas and Cesarea and the Sqgciety of Piety among © 
the Greeks in Smyrna are other evidences of the same influence. 
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4, While no proposal has yet come from the old church looking to union, 
may it not have been our own fault? 


Twenty fiye years ago the trend of reform became so strong that, had 
it not been for the violent opposition of some bishops, the Church Prayer 


Book, “Mashdotz”, which was revised with sentir as to ceremonies 


and doctrines, would have been officially accepted, ast about that time, 


however, an important change of attitude was take The aggressive work of 
propagation was relaxed and a more friendly attitude taken towards the old 
church. However noble the purpose, it was clearly interpreted as a weakness 
by the Gregorians. From that time two novements began, a strengthening in 
the old church, and 2 weakening in the Protestant church. What appeared 
a hopeful indication in the old church seems to have been discouraged by our 
compromising on the old successful lines. 

F. To present model christianity 

Whatever weaknesses may be found in the Protestants of Turkey, are 
they more than might be expected from a people just emerging from superstition} 
and fanaticisa? 

It is a fact that Doth Armenians and Moslems acknowledge without | 
hesitation that the Protestant typs of Christianity is infinitely higher than | 
that. of the Gregorian, and Protestants entertain higher ideals and live much 
better lives. 

What was the character of the apostolic chutches? Paul’ S epistles 
to the Corinthian: and Galatian churches present conditiors never found in 
the most backward Protestant churches. 

Give us a reasonable time to develop, Alave the American christians in 
their earlier days borne a higher type of fruit than our best Protestants? 

These Protestants are our hope, our prophesy. They show by the keeping 
of the Sabpath and honesty and selfsacrifice that the old Gospel which you 
nissionaries have preached has rot lost its power. | 

What has been the result of attempts made to evangelize inside gae 


attempts to work within the pale of t.be ola church.. They preached, opened 
Schocls, organized societies) and continued the effort through many years.

begins the Christ life in the highest sense can not live it in the old 
\ chenih without acting the hypocrite, which would mean degeneration and final 
Spiritual death - a process we have all witnessed in numerous cases. Your 
schools aro a 2reat. £13003S5 atl financially,andi that for two | 
reasons. They fit for worldly advancement, and the pupils are not called | 
up on to make any sacrifice for Christ. 
Christ’s ways of sacrifice has no attraction for the world. The 
£0,000 who were willing to bear bitter persecution for the cake of Christ will 
count more in the future development of the evangelical type of christianity 
than many times that number who experience the easy leavening process. Christ’¢ 
withstanding of the time of the temptation in the wilderness was the refusal 
of the short cut, the easy method. ne took the long hard road, but the suc- 
cess of Christianity justified tae method. : 
The result of an acknowledgment of failure by old methods would mean Ais 


1, Great discouragement to the members of the Protestant conmunity. 
1. They would conclude either that their sacrifices were wholly uncalled for, 
a or that the new method is a sad mistake. it wouid damp their ardor and relax 
+ é their moral and spiritual fibre, and the younger generation would probably 
soon turn their eyes back to the old community and repudiate the noble sacri- 
fices of their parents. 
1 2. The Mission work, especially the church work, would not only not gain 
Strength but would gradually grow weak, and the gains of three fourths of a 
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centurg of evangelical work would oe endangered. 

3. FOr sé time, perhaps, Opportunities for preaching might be given by the 
old churches; but, when too late to retrieve the loss made by the concessions, 
those opportunities would be denied. 

4, Much knowledge of evangelical truth has been disg@$minated 
amonz the members of the Sregorian church. Preparation for the eutpouring 
of God’s Holy Spirit has to some extent been made, but, if revival comes, 
it will begin noB in the Gregorian, but in the Protestant chureb. _ “For 
proof look at Aintab and Marash. 

[his is not the time for concessions. The national sal developed 
during some years, is opposing any d@sintegration of the national life, but 
there are already signs to indicate that the movement is losing hope. So 
the Agmenians will again turn to the Protestants for sympathy and help. 
, nave we failed in our church work? 


Let us take Smyrna, one of the most hopeless places in Turkey, and 
JE examine in some detail results of recent years. 
First, let us look at the contributions of the people for maintainence 
of their church and schools.

OF In 1898 the Smyrna Armenian congregation reported 80 church members. 
tI Between 1898 and 1908, 110 members were received on confession of faith. 

BS According to this we should have, in 1906, 190 church members. Instead, we 
132 find only 91, showing how utterly statistics fail to tell the truth. 
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Statistics show that only 91-80 = 11 united with the church, while 110 
actually became church members in my church. 

Since 1890, 133 new members were added, in the last 13 years 122: since 
the beginning 228. very week in our five services from 170 to 17F 
different persons hear the Gospel, and the congregation is continually 
changing by emigration either back to the interior or to other countries, (go 
our number is not small, if we could tabulate the real results. 

Is this failure? 

While we ausfSverytbing in our power to gain the confidence of the ad- 
herents of the old churches and help them in every way we can, any method 
that weakens a strong propagating policy must end disastriously, and be 
interpreted by the old church as a weakness and a compromise. The old 
policy has not failed. We have failed in applying it consistently. Mis- 
Sionary work ‘hat has not a propagating purpose must degenerate into a 
weak leavening process that will fail. All history sustains us in this 
contention. 

Does not our work and Jgtcess excel the work and fruit of the German 
Deaconesses? [hey worked very faithfuily with the new method 40 years in 
smyrna. What fruit have theyr I think the best method is to work like
